tant committee hearings have 
been 
held. 
The committee on state affairs de­ 
cided yesterday to refund $75 to each 
of J. M. Hadern and Cieger Vander- 
ann of La Crosse illegally collected 
by the deputy agent for peddler li­ 
cense tees. 
The claim now goes to 
the committee on claims 
but 
the 
money will be refunded the owners 
within two weeks. 
Argument in be­ 
half of the claim was made by As­ 
semblyman Koppel. 
The changes to be made in the pri­ 
mary election law at this session of 
the legislature will come beofre both 
houses in the form of recommenda­ 
tions from the committees on privi­ 
leges and elections. 
While cogniz­ 
ance of many of the bills introduced 
will be made, there are so many mi­ 
nor defects of the law as pointed out 
by Second Assistant Attorney Gener­ 
al Frank T. Tucker that it will be 
necessary to make a committee re­ 
port. 
‘ While I do not believe the pri­ 
mary should apply to city officers, at 
least to elections in the spring, where 
there are no feelings over party affili­ 
ations, I'sh^ll recommend to the com­ 
mittee that the law should be made 
optional as applying to municipal pri­ 
maries,” declared Mr. Tucker 
who 
has been appointed by the committee 
to carry out the work of investigation. 
“One reason the primary 
law 
has 
operated so well was the broad inter­ 
pretation given the law by the attor­ 
ney general. 
The law as previously 
drafted was only to apply to the Sep­ 
tember primary but it was afterwards 
inserted that city officers be also in­ 
cluded and proper amendments were 
not made throughout the bill.

this reason it is decidedly cumber' 
some in parts.’*

To bold a circular skirt in a becom­ 
ing way bend the body slightly at the 
waist line, dropping the right hand as 
far down the back as it will reach. 
'Then, with the finger tips, take oppo­ 
site the knees the edges of two of the 
back folds, or gores, gather them into 
a light but firm loop and pull gently 
around the body to the right, lifting 
the material upward until on a line

rest the hand on the hip bone, so that 
there will be no strain on the muscles 
of the arm. 
If the sk irt is so long th at the bot­ 
tom on the opposite side touches the 
ground, a f e w horizontal folds should 
be m ade in the m aterial.

The Snow Flower. 
A traveler in Siberia tells us about a 
wonderful plant found in the northern 
part of that country, where the ground 
is perpetually covered with a coating 
of frost and snow. 
It is called the 
snow flower, and the description of Its 
birth and its short life reads like a 
fairy tale. Ile says it shoots out of the 
frozen soil on the first day of the year 
and attains a height of three feet. On 
the third day it blooms, remaining 
open for only twenty-four hours. Then 
the stem, the leaves and the flower are 
converted into snow—in other words, 
the plant goes back into its original el­ 
ements. The leaves are three in num­ 
ber, and the flower is star shaped. On 
the third day, the day the bloom ap­ 
pears, little specks appear on the ex­ 
tremities of the leaves. They are about 
the size of the head of a pin and are 
the seeds of the flower.

After the ] 
water has become hot enough to boil it
